A group of residents interest- 
ed in restoring older homes and 
developing a beautification plan 
for the downtown area and sur- 
rounding neighborhoods have 
organized the Downtown Neigh- 
borhbod Restoration Society as 
the first phase of a long-range 
plan to improve the appearance 
of homes and increase their 
value. 
Officers elected to lead the 
group of 15 couples are Walt 
Padgett, president; Mrs. Rog- 
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era Mefford, secretary; John 
K. Mefford, treasurer, and 
Mrs. Judy Padgett, historian. 

Tentative objective of 
the program is to contact 
home owners within the 
boundaries of 24th Street 
to Niedringhaus Ave. and 
from Adams Street to 
Madison Avenue, and en- 
roll them as families in the 
society. 

The group will meet in 
the members’ homes to dis- 
cuss economical and sound 
ideas for improvement and 


restoration of their prop- 

erty, Mrs. Padgett an- 

nounced. 

Purpose of the society is to 
“show by doing” to anyone on 
a limited budget that an old- 
er home can be modernized and 
improved without an exorbitant 
price. for the decorative work. 

Eventually the group plans 
to invite any local-householder 
to. become a member of the 
organization to exchange con- 
structive ideas. 

Many older homes can have 
a refreshing and appealing as 


well as an attractive look with 
a fresh coat of paint and the 
addition of shutters at win- 
dows and doors, and stone or 
brick work added to the origin- 
al structure, Mrs. Padgett ex- 
plained. 

The society will begin a let- 
ter-writing campaign to invite 
merchants, the Chamber of 
Commerce, the mayor and 
residents to participate in the 
project. The society members 
are open to any suggestions 
that will expedite the program, 
Mrs. Padgett said. 


In the future, the society 
also will begin to compile 
information relating to the 
history of some of the older 
homes and background of 
the early settlers, It is 
hoped to include pictures of 
the early construction of the 
area to provide an inter- 
esting review of past eras 
for Granite Cityans.

Total Ban on 
Construction 


(Editorial on Page 16) 

Wording interpreted as ban- 
ning construction in the west- 
ern area of Madison County, 
suggested by Planner Ronald 
Darden, was partly changed 
Thursday evening by the Madi- 
son County Plan Commission in 
acting on the text of a proposed 
land use plan, 

The 30-page document is to 
be the subject of a public 
meeting, tentatively set for 
March. 8, and it may be consid- 
ered by the Madison County 
Board at its March meeting. 

Challenged by East St. Louis, 
Edwardsville and Alton area 
news reporters who have joined 
Darden in opposing American 
Bottoms and ‘flood plain” de- 
velopment, Commission Chair- 
man Edmund Morrissey de- 
fended the commission against 
the allegation that it had 
“purged wording that was to 
have been the backbone of the 
plan.” 

Asked what the commission 
members felt was supposed to 
be accomplished by the plan, 
Morrissey replied that ‘‘the 
Great White: Father in Wash- 
ington” had said Madison 
County needs. a land use plan 
and the county is attempting :o 
comply. 

Darden argued for retention 
of sections and phrases in- 
tended to ‘discourage’ and 
“postpone” and prevent Quad- 
City area development. He indi- 
cated he might accept a change 
to “held in abeyance’”’ pending 
federal drainage studies. 

Morrissey said completion 
of such studies may be 
“years away.” 

The concept of hillside 
drainage installations, even- 
tually involving exepnditure 
of hundreds of millions of 
dollars in the Madison-St. 
Clair Counties area, has 
been under discussion for 
decades. 

John Ubaudi, a commission 
member, favored development 
on the condition that there is 
idequate engineering data prov- 
ing that drainage and sewage

disposal have been accounted 
for and solved. 

He said Darden's. wording 
would eliminate all develop- 
ment in the American Bottoms, 
the region between the Missis- 
sippi River and the bluffs. 

Darden cited current drain- 
age problems in the Dobrey 
Slough area and said the aver- 
age home buyer “doesn’t check 
soils, sewage systems or wheth- 
er the home might be in a 
flood area.” 

‘The commission decided to 
add a paragraph supporting 
the idea of an interceptor 
sewer line from Edwards- 
ville and Glen Carbon to 
a proposed Chouteau-Nam- 
eoki- Granite City - Venice

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Second Death After 
Explosion in Garage 


John Thomas Pepmiller, 32, 
of 37 Moorland Drive, Mitchell, 
critically burned in a fire and 
explosion Jan, 23, died at 10:58 
a.m. Thursday at St. John’s 
Mercy Hospital, St. Louis, 
where he had been a patient in 
the intensive care burn unit 
since the accident. 

He and Harvey Canimore, 35; 
of 17 Iris Court, Pontoon Beach, 
were cleaning oil from Mr. 
Canimore’s garage floor with 

asoline when fumes ignited, 
causing an explosion and fire. 
Both men suffered second and 
third degree burns to nearly 
all of their bodies. 

Mr. Canimore died two days 
later at St. John’s Mercy. 

Mr. Pepmiller was born in 
Newton, Iowa. He moved here 
five years ago from Panora, 
Jowa, and was employed by the 
U. S. Army Aviation Systems 
Command (AVSCOM), St. 
Louis, as an inventory manage- 
ment specialist. He was a mem- 


ber of St. Elizabeth’s Catholic 
Church. - 

Surviving areshis widow, Mrs. 
Phyllis Pepmilfer; two sons, 
Mark and Ernest Pepmiller, at 
home; three daughters, Misses 
Cheryl A., Cecilia and Vera 
Pepmiller, at home; two step- 
sons, Joseph White, stationed 
at the Granite City Army In- 
stallation, and James F. White 
of Fort Bragg, N.C. 

A stepdaughter, Mrs. Carolyn 
Goodman of Memphis, Tenn.; 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ken- 
neth E. Pepmiller of Panora, 
Iowa; two sisters, Mrs. Sandra 
Braav, of Champaign and Mrs. 
Barbara Huppert of Cedar 
Falls, Iowa; a brother, Richard 
Pepmiller of Panora; a_grand- 
mother, Mrs. Dorothy Pepmil- 
ler of Perry, lowa, and_ his 
parents-in-law, Mr, and Mrs.

Interest in Forming 
New Junior College 


Interest in formation of a 
new junior college district en- 
compassing the Granite City, 
Madison, Venice, ° and Collins- 
ville school districts was ex- 
pressed by the Madison Board 
of Education Thursday night. 

Fréd Riddle, superintendent, 
reported he has been studying 
the junior college issue. He 
said this area has several op- 
tions‘ but is unable to act on 
any at this time. “ 

Supt. Riddle said the Madi- 
son school district might be 
able to join the Lewis & Clark 
Community College, Belleville 
‘Area College or East St. Louis 
Community College, but only 
after Granite City and Collins- 
ville make decisions on which 
district to join. 

He explained that a school 
district must be adjacent to 
the junior college district in 
order to petition to join. “Col- 
linsville issbetween us and the 
Belleville ‘Area Junior College 
and Granite City is between us 
and Lewis & Clark, We can’t 
do a thing.” \ 


Two options remain, Supt. 
Riddle said—to join efforts to 
formulate a new district or to 
attempt to join East St. Louis. 

“The East St. Louis district 
is reimbursed 100% by the 
state and the costs are not paid 
by East St. Louis taxpayers. 

“If we joined, we might not 
have to pay any junior college 
taxes, but I have been in- 
formed this may change,” Rid- 
die told the board. 

The board agreed to form 

a citizens’ advisory body to 
study the junior college is- 
sue. Each school board 
member will appoint one 
person to the advisory 
group, a total of seven 
members, 

Formulation of the advisory 
board was suggested by the of- 
fice of the state superintendent 
of public instruction (OSPI), 
which also suggested formula- 
tion of similar groups to study 
equal educational opportunities 
and to formulate plans to com- 
ply with the state program on 
“evaluation, supervision and 


recognition” of curriculum. 

The board members agreed 
to each appoint three persons, 
one to each of the advisory 
bodies. Board members will 
serve as ex-officio members of 
the three citizen groups. 

Ajstate screening test to de- 
termine early learning prob- 
lems will be given to all first 
grade students in the district 
tomorrow, the board was told. 
‘The half-hour test, required by 
the OSPI, is to be given to all 
first grade students in the state 
this year. 

The Automated Graphogestalt 
Technique (AGT) test will be 
scored by the state and the re- 
sults will be sent to each dis- 
trict. There will be no cost to 
individual districts, the board 
was informed. 

“Landmarks of Freedom” 
plaques, donated by Granite 
City Trust & Savings Bank to 
every school in the Quad-Cities, 
were accepted on behalf of 
Madison schools ‘by the board. 
A letter of appreciation is to be 
sent to bank officials.

The Madison Board of Edu- 
cation voted Thursday night to 
notify the teachers that up to 
five certificated positions may 
have to be eliminated next year 
due to a declining enrollment 
and reduced revenue. 


The move was described by 
Fred Riddle, school superinten- 
dent, as “protection for our 
own safety and welfare because 
we financially are involved in 
this.”” 

There are six first-year and 
four second-year teachers to be 
notified. 

Riddle said the board is re- 
quired to give 60 day’ notices to 
teachers that their positions 
may be eliminated, and whe- 
ther or not the dismissals be- 
come necessary, the notices 
should be issued. 

He said the board could wait 
one month before issuing the 
notices but that the earlier the 
teachers are notified, the better 
the positions they will be in if 
it becomes necessary to find 
jobs elsewhere. 

‘Average daily attendance -- 
in the district has declined 
from 2,500 during the 1971- 
72 school year*to 2,389 this 
year, a decrease of 111 stu- 
dents through January. 

State aid of $520 per stu- 
dent per year amounts to 
$57,720 lost by the district. 
A similar loss of from 100 
115 students is anticipated 
again next year. 

By actual count, the number 
of students in the district de- 
clined from’ 2,726 in June 1972 
to 2,408 last month, a decrease 
of 316 students, or more than 
$167,000 in state aid. The aver- 
ager daily attendance, however, 
is the figure used by the state 
in determining state aid pay- 
ments. 

Eliminating the jobs of 
five teachers will save 
about $42,500 per year, 
about $15,000 short of the 
state aid loss. 

“We face losses other 
than the state aid for at- 
tendance,” Riddle explained 
after the meeting.

Army Engineers 


Allot $89,700 
To Repair Pumps 


The U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers will clean and repair 
three Levee District pumping 
stations in Madison and St. 
Clair counties under an order 
issued Friday by the Chief of 
Engineers in Washington, D, C., 
Congressman Melvin Price re- 
ported during the weekend. 


In a directive, the St. Louis 
office was ordered to repair 
the pumps, including the 1-R 
(8) pumping station south of 
McKinley Bridge in Venice, “as 
soon as possible with a view 
toward permanent mainte- 
nance.” 

The operation will include the 
removal of silt and mechanical 
and electrical repairs and test- 
ing at a cost of $89,700. The 
work is being done under Pub- 
lic Law 99. The other two sta- 
tions are south of Cahokia in 
St, Clair County. 

Price’spoffice reported at the 
same time that a grant of $2.1 
million by the Corps of Engi- 
neers’ office in Washington, but 
canals throughout Madison and 
St. Clair counties “‘is still in the 
works.”” " 

The congressman's adminis- 
trative assistant, Peter Scriv- 
ner, said the grant is being 
processed by the Chief of Engi- 
neers ‘office in Washington, but 
that there is no indication as to 
when the funds may be made 
available. 

Kenneth ‘Long, public infor- 
mation officer of the corps in 
St. Louis, said he has heard 
unconfirmed reports of the $2.1 
million grant, which ig the 
amount requested by the Corps 
of Engineer: 

The three pumping stations 
that are to be repaired with the 
$89,700 grant announced last 
week are the South Canal 
Number One Station, south of 
Triple Lakes on Prairie du Pont 
Creek; Phillips Reach Station, 
south of Cahokia on the Missis- 
sippi Riverfront; and the Ven- 
ice pump station south of the 
McKinley bridge on the river- 
front.

Authors Blame Professional for Urban Plan Failures 


Drawing on their experierices 
in East St. Louis, a practicing 
planner and a political scientist 
conclude in a. new book that 
urban planning in the United 
States has failed to revitalize 
cities partially because of pro- 
fessional planners themselves. 


The book, ‘‘The Politics of 
Urban Planning: The East St. 
Louis Experience,” (University 
of Illinois Press, 234 pages), 
Wax written by Robert E. Men- 
delson and Dennis R, Judd, It 
will be published early in 
March. 

Mendelson, with the Center 
for Urban and Environmental 
Research and Services at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, served for two 
years as chief planner in the 
East St. Louis Model Cities 
program. ‘Between 1966 and 
1969, Mendelson also conducted 
studies, prepared grant applica- 
tions and acted as an advocate 
planner for various East St. 
Louis groups. 

Judd, currently on the politi- 
cal science faculty at Washing- 
ton University in St. Louis, 


COMPLETE 
TRUST SERVICES 
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studied politics in East St. 
Louis as a research associate 
with the Institute of Govern- 
ment and Public Affairs at the 
University of Ilinois and par- 
ticipated in the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’s evaluation of the Model 
Cities program. ‘ 

The authors look at three 
case studies in East St. Louis 
(urban renewal planning, at- 
tempts to’develop the city’s 
Mississippi River frontage area 
and the Model Cities program) 
after an opening chapter ex- 
amining the heritage of political 
machines and the recent his- 
tory of massive poverty, un- 
employment and __ increasing 
Black militance in the city of 
about 70,000 residents, 

Mendelson and Judd discount 
the oft-repeated explanation of 
a hostile social and political en- 
vironment as the reason for the 
failure of planners’ attempts to 
revitalize East St. Louis. 

“At first glance this explana- 
tion would seem logical and 
persuasive . (but) our in- 
volvement and research on 
planning in East St. Louis 
made us skeptical about the 
environmental explanation,” the 
authors say. “As the book un- 
folded our views tended to join 
those of resident critics who 
argued that something appeared 
to be wrong with the planning 
process as it had been carried 
aut locally.” 

Mendelson and Judd say the 


tendency of planners not to un- 
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derstand the legitimate claims 
of neighborhood groups and 
other interests has, been harm- 
ful. In discussing the 1968-69 
failure of a proposal by Allied 
Mortgage and Development Co. 
ot build 5,000 turnkey housing 
units in East St. Louis, they 
say: 

“In the Allied case, the pro- 
fessional planners’ | autonomy 
from the black community had 
led them to seriously underesti- 
mate—if they thought of it at 
all—the political changes which 
were taking place in East St. 
Louis. Moreover, they viewed 
housing and redevelopment as 
self-evidently good. Justifiably, 
they felt that East St. Louis 
was in critical need of federal 
aid. 

“Their reaction to the contro- 
versy which surrounded the 
announcement of the Allied plan 
was that the opposition was 
self-serving and poltically moti- 
vated. They simply could not 
understand why anyone would 
oppose the project. It did not 
occur to the professionals that 
opposition might be connected 
to past bulldozer projects, such 
as the clearing of residential 
areas near downtown With little 
subsequent redevelopment, or 
the construction of a spaghetti- 
like system of interstate high- 
ways and ramps through and 
over residential areas, 

“From the professionals’ per- 
spective, opposition delayed and 
ultimately killed a critically 
needed housing project; from 
the residents’ perspective, op- 
position meant a chance for 
them to have something to say 
about types of housing for their 
community, who would build it 
and who would live in it. And 
it also gave local black leaders 
power to give their preferences 
greater credence than the pref- 
erenges of those who did not 
live in their neighborhood or 
even in their community.” 

Similar conflicts arose in the 
three case studies, presented in 
great detail, but perhaps over- 
riding the planners’ inability to 
understand legitimate claims of 
other groups were the factors 
of job security, prestige and 
agency prerogatives. 

Tn the first case study, urban 
renewal planning, the authors 
discuss how the federal govern- 
ment’s role in East St. Louis 
became primarily an attempt 
to build a-professionalized ad- 
ministrative capacity in local 
government. 

“program implementation 
was, if necessary, sacirficed to 
ieve the growth of profes- 
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sionalism,” Mendelson and 
Judd write, “The primary pur- 
pose for much activity and fed- 
eral funding was to increase 
the number of hired profession- 
als. Attempts to create individ- 
ual professional autonomy and 
larger local bureaucracies often 
came at the expense of en- 
gaging in activities to translate 
plans into operating programs.” 

The authors say similar tend- 
encies appeared in planning for 
development of the East St. 
Louis riverfront: 

“For years, plans for the 
area were prepared without 
any attempt to go beyond the 
publication of aesthetically 
pleasing booklets. Even though 
no programs resulted, the cost 
of planning escalated, amount- 
ing to about $400,000 from 1960 
to 1970. 

An illusion of imminent re- 
development was maintained 
with the promise of immediate 
action following the publication 
of each new proposal. 

Planning, however, remained 
detached from those political 
interests which may have been 
able to supply the necessary re- 
sources for effectuating rede- 
velopment. Perhaps for that 
reason, river-front planning was 
uniformly abstract and gran- 
diose.”” 

In the third case study, Mod- 
el Cities, the authors examine 
a program that did get funded 
in 1967. But, they say, despite 
its potential for redevelopment 
and community mobilization, 
Model Cities by 1969 became 
dominated by planners attempt- 
ing to satisfy endless federal 
bureaucratic requirements. 

After examining the situation 
in East St. Louis, the authors 
look at planning efforts in other 
locales and paint a_ picture 
hardly more encouraging. 

“Our review of the (planning) 
literature revealed that what 
happened in East St. Louis 
rather accurately reflected the 
norms and doctrines of the pro- 
fession . . . characterizing plan- 
ners as neutral experts, in- 
dependent and superior to lay- 
men or even other profession- 
als. Moreover, the literature 
rarely went beyond a thinly 
yeiled attempt to enhance, 
justify and preserve the profes- 
sion. Planners had developed a 
self-enhancing ideology which 
extolled the profession more 
than it described the tasks and 
roles of its practitioners.” 

Mendelson and Judd also ex- 
amined the literature of advo- 
cacy (as opposed to traditional 
planners), but found that the 
advocacy doctrine also has fail- 
ings, partly because of - the 
planners’ insulated and autono- 
mous position. They say that 
the training, values and self- 
interest even of the well- 
intentioned advocacy planner 
often lead to manipulation, 
rather than -representation, of 
clients. 

To overcome such problems 
so that plans may at times ac- 
tually be implemented, the au- 
thors sketch a professional role 
which seeks to avoid the liabili- 
ties of professional autonomy 
and power. 

“Professional autonomy par- 
tially accounts for what 0 
curred in East St. Loui 
Mendelson and Judd say. “Only 
when the clients of planning 
can share in determining what 
the professional role is and 
ought to accomplish will plan- 
ning be basically changed. If 
‘effective’ planning is that 
which makes up the public 
presumably would have to be 
included.”

January Traffic Deaths 


Decline 3% 


Traffic fatalities decreased by 
3% in January as the result of 
six fewer deaths compared with 
the same period in 1972, Illinois 
Transportation Secretary Wil- 
liam F, Cellini has reported. 

Reports by the Department 
of Transportation and Illinois 
State Police show that 167 per- 
sons died in traffic accidents 
during January. During the 
same period in 1972, 173 per- 
sons died as the result of traf- 
fic accidents. 

The. 1972 provisional death 
toll now stands at 2,246. This is 
a 6%, decrease from the 2,400 
traffic deaths reported in 1971. 

Cellini commented ‘Despite 
the rising traffic toll in other 
states, Illinois has reversed the 
trend during the last three 
years. This decrease in fatali- 
ties is even more phenomenal 
when considered in the light of 
the increased number of miles 
driven in Illinois last year.” 

There was a 6% increase in 
the number of miles driven in 
Illinois last year. Early com- 
putations show that 61 billion 
miles were recorded in 1972, 
compared with 57.4 billion in 
1971. 

A breakdown of accidents for 
January 1973 indicates that 78 
fatalities occurred as the re- 
sult of 71 accidents in which 
only one vehicle was involved. 
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The fatalities include 12 pedes- 
trians, one cyclist and 65 driv- 
ers and passengers. 

Included in the 78 fatalities 
were six persons who died as 
the result of rail-highway grade 
crossing accidents, An addition- 
al 89 persons died in 69 traffic 
accidents involving two or more 
vehicles. 

Fatal traffic accidents were 
reported in 45 of the 102 coun- 
ties during the month, Forty- 
three fatalities occurred in 
Cook County; 16 in Lake Coun- 
ty; eight in Winnebago County; 
seven each in Livingston, Mad- 
ison and Tazewell counties; six 
each in Kane and Will counties; 
five each in LaSalle and Mc- 
Henry counties; and four each 
in DuPage and Peoria counties, 
A single fatality occurred in 19 
counties, 

Four Saturdays and four 
Sundays during January ac- 
counted for 65. traffic deaths— 


39%.

State Taxpayers Should 
File Proper Exemptions 


Illinois taxpayers who fail to 
claim proper exemptions could 
be overpaying their state taxes, 
the Illinois Department of Rey- 
enue advises, 

Generally, for every exemp- 
tion claimed on the federal re- 
turn, taxpayers may claim 
$1,000 for their Illinois return. 

The standard exemption for 
Illinois residents is $1,000. For 
each additional exemption, 
$1,000 is allowed. 

Two exemptions are allowed 
for Illinois taxpayers who dre 
blind or over 65. Taxpayers 
who are both blind and over 65 
may claim three exemptions, 
plus one exemption for a spouse 
if filing a joint return and one 
for each dependent claimed. 

The Illinois Department of 
Revenue operates walk-in tax 
assistance offices at several |1lo- 
cations throughout the state. 
Taxpayers who need help with 
their returns should watch | lo- 
cal newspapers for location, 
days and time of this service.

Big John Strubberg Is a Ist 
For SIUE Cage Cougars 


The 1972-73 basketball season 
for Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville could be wit- 
nessing two big “‘firsts’’ for the 
school which inaugurated inter- 
collegiate sports just six years 
ago. 

If the Cougar cagers of 
Coach Jim Dudley should con- 
tinue winning and end with a 
post-season bid to play in’ the 
Midwest regional tournament, 
that would be one of the big 
“firsts.” f 

‘The other first has already 
happened and it is already hav- 
ing a direct bearing on the con- 
tinued improvement in SIUE’s 
basketball picture for the fu- 
ture. This was the signing and 
subsequent enrollment of big 
John Ewald Strubberg, 65, 
forward from Belleville’s St. 
Henry Prep. A native of Union, 
Mo., where his parents live, 
Big John led all St. Louis area 
high school scorers last year 
with a 30.6-point-per-game aver- 
age ovér 26 games. 

When Strubberg decided to 
play his college basketball for 
SIUE it marked the first time 
the area’s best prep basketball 
player had ever decided not to 
go with a ‘‘name’” school like 
Kansas, Kentucky, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, or, being a Catholic as 
John’ is, with the Irish of Notre 
Dame University. 

Two things made Strubberg 
lean toward SIUE: No. 1 was 
his St, Henry coach, Pat Keefe, 
whose kid brother, Rick, was a 
standout third baseman for 
Roy Lee’s 1971 SIUE baseball 
team and played a key role 
with fielding and hitting to pace 
the Cougars to a berth in the 
NCAA tournament. No. 2, was 
that, as he said it, “The basket- 
ball future at SIUE looked 
great to me, And, too, I liked 
what Coach Dudley told me 
about his plans for the future.” 

One thing sure, when Dudley 
talked to Strubberg, just after 
the Cougars had posted a 5-21 
record, Big John had to know 
that there was just one way for 
SIUE basketbal] to go and that 
was up. 

Strubberg’s first sports love 
was football, not basketball.

From the third grade through 
the eighth grade at Union's. 
Immaculate Conception Grade 
School, Big John concentrated 
on football, playing at . end 
where his height helped him 
snare passes. 

‘At that time, Strubberg had 
made up his mind to be a 
priest. 

But, with his father, who is 
in the hardware business in 
Union, urging John to play bas- 
ketball, John fell in love with 
the game. 

When the LaSalette Seminary 
in Jefferson City, Mo., closed 
following his freshman year, 
Strubberg_ simultaneously 
switched from a possible career 
in the church to basketball 


-when he enrolled at St. Henry's. 


Big John’s JV coach, Ed 
Bigham, is really high on 
Strubberg. ‘The biggest surprise 
to me and Coach Dudley has 
been John’s ability to play de- 
fense. He is currently leading 
the JV’s in pass interceptions 
and I often assign him to guard 
our opponent’s best forward.” 

He is great on defense, but 
his shooting is also brilliant.

‘A— strong commercial base 
with adequate parking facilities 
available downtown as well as 
in outlying areas. 

—Good school systems which 
are keeping pace with rising 
enrollments through new , con- 
struction. 

—Adequate , utility systems 
with service available to all 
residents. 

—Good medical facilities with 
the ratio of hospital beds, doc- 
tors, and dentists:per 1,000 pop- 
ulation exceetling national aver- 
ages. 

—Alert news media which 
show a keen awareness of local 
and area events. 

—Good temporary living 
accommodations including 
hotels, motels, restaurants 
and meeting facilities. 

—A good transportation 
network including airports, 
access to the Interstate 
highway system, trucking 
services and barge trans- 
portation. 

—An adequate labor supply 
and good industrial relations 
climate. City leaders can docu- 
ment the availability of a sub- 
stantial number of workers in 
the area, 

A good industrial relations 
Glimate is evidenced by the fact 
that the city has experienced 
no or few work stoppages with- 
in the past five years 

The cost of goods produced 
by industry in the city is low, 
not because low wages are be- 
ing paid, but because high 
productivity are characteristic 
of the local labor force.

Major appointments are 
subject to confirmation by 
the Senate and it is in the 
Executive Committee where 
the traditional grilling takes

When ihe governorship 
and the Senate are con- 
trolled by opposite parties, 
the hearing rite is especial- 
ly rough. 

This year it is likely, to be 
even more so because Walker— 
since his November election 

- victory—has antagonized many 
legislators, Democrats as well 
as Republicans, and his ap- 
pointees can expect less sup- 
port from the governor's own 
party than would ordinarily be 
the case. 

In fact, the feeling beneath 
the Statehouse Dome is that 
some Democrats, irritated by 
Walker’s repudiation of the pa- 
tronage system and a_holier- 
than-thou attitude on politics in 
general, will quietly welcome 
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any embarrassment the eager 
Republican senators can cause 
him, 

Two Walker appointees are 
already considered in deep 
trouble — with confirmation 
doubtful, if not exceedingly un- 
likely. 

They are Dr. -David Fogel, 
director of corrections, | and 
Anthony Dean of Naperville, 
conservation director. 

As they say at the State- 
house, ‘‘box seats are already 
gone” for the Fogel hearing. 
All the elements for contro- 
versy and drama are there. 

Fogel comes to Illinois after 
a ‘stormy career as head of 
state penal institutions in Min- 
nesota, The debate continues 
there as well as here as to 
whether he left voluntarily o 
was “run out of the state” by 
police and other law enforce- 
ment conformists. 

Fogel introduced a num- 
ber of far-reaching reforms 
into the Minnesota prisons, 
and police groups claim the 
to lax di line in the 
prisons and making the 
work of guards and police- 
men in general much more 
difficult. 

Fogel’s supporters con- 
tend his methods are those 
of the future and will lead 
to smaller -prison popula- 
tions and reduced crime. 
Illinois senators are certain 
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to question Fogel intensively 
about his views. 

There alresdy is the feeling 
that Walker’s appointee _ is 
against the trend of public 
opinion, which wants a stricter 
line on law enforcement and 
wants less rather than more 
permissiveness, especially in 
the prisons. 

Walker’s announcement of Fo- 
gel’s appointment was matched 
with news wire-photos showing 
him bearded, in prison garb 
and posing on what seemed the 
inside of the bars. Statehouse 
wags inevitably have tagged 
him ‘Fearless Fogel.’ 

Also heading for a rough 
ride is Dean, 27, who was 
excused from military serv- 
ice because of: conscientious 
objector standing. 

He comes up for confir- 
mation at a time when 
there has been a resur- 
gence of traditional Ameri- 
can patriotism with the 
release of fighting men who 
were held prisoners in 
Vietnam. 

Republican senators, and 
some Democrats, too, are cer- 
tain to ask: “Why should a 
man who refused to serve his 
national government abroad ex- 
pect to work for his state gov- 
ernment at home?” 

The American Legion has 
already raised questions about 
Dean and there is undoubtedly 
much more to come

37,000 Acres of Strip-Mine Land Unused

Springfield—More than 100,000 
acres of Illinois land were 
marred by strip mining prior 
to the first effective reclema- 
tion law. 

More than 37,000 of those 
acres still lie unused today, 
and seven counties in Illinois 
each have more than 1,000 
acres of these used and aban- 
doned tracts within their bound- 
aries. 

The desolate facts on “‘or- 
phaned” strip mine lands are 
revealed in a brand new study, 
just completed by a research 
team from Southern Illinois 
University and processed 
through the computer at Ar- 
gonné National Laboratory. 

The study, which took two 
years to complete and repre- 
sents a total ‘on foot” investi- 
gation at each site, was re- 
quested by the Institute for En- 
vironmental Quality. 

Aniong other things, the com- 
piled data shows that a total 
of 108,722 acres in the state was 
minded or disturbed by sur- 
face mining prior to 1962, with, 
37,784 acres of this land still 
lying as it was left at the end 
of mining operations. In all, 17 
counties had more than 1,000 
acres each stripped, and seven 
—Fulton, Grundy, Knox, Perry, 
Saline, St. Clair and William- 
son—each had more than 5,000 
acres stripped. Some of the 17 
had at least part of their acre- 
age returned to some sort of 
use, though Fulton, Jackson, 
Knox, Perry, Randolph, Saline, 
St. Clair, Vermilion and Wi 
liamson still have more than 
1,000 acres each of unused, un- 
reclaimed strip mine land, 

Legislation to’ begin reclama- 
tion of such lands was intro- 
duced into the last session of 
the Illinois Legislature but 
failed to pass. 

Michael Schneiderman, ‘direc- 
tor of the institute, said copies 
of the report will be distributed 
to members of the General 
Assembly and other appropri- 
ate agencies of government, 
adding that the data bank from 
which it was produced will be 
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available to any of these for 
further analysis. 

None of the land included, 
county by county and state- 
wide, was mined or disturbed 
after 1962, since from that time 
on, strip mining in the state 
has been subject to varying re- 
quirements for reclamation, 
and under strict new regula- 
tions, no current strip mining 
can even be begun until plans 
for reclamation have been de- 
tailed and approved, and a per- 
mit obtained, under bond. 

The institute’s study shows 
that a total of 409 miles of 
haulage roads remain. Fertility 
in different previously mined 
regions varies widely, it ap- 
pears, with most found to have 
“moderately high” _ fertility 
(31,539 acres), with 21,784 acres 
rated “very high” and 9,996 
rated “low.” 

In addition to the 37,784 acres 
standing idle, a scant 687 more 
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are still used in mine related 
activities now, while 34,403 are 
in farm related activities and 
25,895 being used for recreation. 
This includes some areas, now 
flooded, used for boating and 
water activities, where the de- 
gree of acidity is not too high, 
Schneiderman said. 

‘There are another 4,717 acres 
in use for residential-industrial 
purposes, 1,131 in timber, while 
243 acres are now part of high- 
ways, and 1,170 acres are used 
for waste disposal. A big 1,057- 
acre chunk is in “other” use, 
the report found. 

In many places, not only is 
the site unused, it still has less 
than 25% ground cover after 10 
or more years, There are 9,672 
acres of such land in the state, 
the survey found.

Much of the current and re- 
cent spending has gone for the 
installation of air and water 
quality control facilities, iron 
and steelmaking furnaces, 
strand (continuous) casting, 
high-speed finishing units, and 
plants for upgrading the qual- 
ity of iron ore.

Springfield—Each year more 
and more persons have been 
taking the Illinois test for a 
driver’s license and reports in- 
dicate that the written portion 
of the test is somewhat confus- 
ing.

The written test now taken 
by a person who is seeking or 
renewing a drivers license is 
based on the material in the 
“Rules of the Road.” 

The panel was formed with 
the cooperation of the Illinois 
Education Association.

Michael J. Howlett, Secre- 
tary of State, has announced 
plans to phase out the state- 
owned greenhouse which sup- 
plies flowers and plants for the 
Springfield Capitol complex. 

The greenhouse has operated 
at an annual cost of almost 
$40,000, according to Howlett. 
If it was to be maintained, it 
would also require substantial 
rehabilitation costs, 

The greenhouse produced 
about 13,000 plants each year 
for use in and around the state 
capitol. Another 1,600 Christ- 
mas poinsettias and Easter lil- 
jes have been distributed annu- 
ally to hospitals, orphanages, 
old peoples homes, public offi- 
cials and friends, as gifts of 
the secretary of state. 

“We do not consider this to 
be a proper function of state 
government; and it has been 
terminated,’’ Howlett said. ‘In 
the future, flowers will be pur- 


chased only for landscaping pur- j 


poses. And our studies show 
that these can be bought from 
private industry at about one- 
third the cost we are now pay- 
ing.” 

Howlett, who took office on 
Jan. 8, said that his predeces- 
sor, John W. Lewis, pointed the 
greenhouse out as one service 
of the secretary's office which 
should be studied. 

“Thomas Owens, a former 
employe of the secretary of 
state and a landscaper, worked. 
with our transition committee 
in this study,” according to 
Howlett. “And it was his re- 
commendation that the green- 
house operation be phased out. 
/ “We are phasing it out rather 

closing it down immedi- 
ately,” Howlett said, “because 


we don’t want to lose the 
money already invested in this 
spring’s flowers. No new seeds 
will be planted though; and all 
operations should cease no 
later than June 30. . 
The greenhouse has been 
under the secretary of state’s 
buildings and grounds division, 
which will continue to be re- 
sponsible for the capitol 
grounds and landscape.

Future of Quad-City Area as a Viable Population Center 


An overtone of arrogant superiority 
is part of the message being received 


from Chief Planner Ronald Darden of - 


the Southwestern Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission. 

He not only seeks to advise the 
Madison County government on land 
use planning but also to. speak for 
that government. When officials dis- 
agree with his excesses, he attempts to 
bludgeon them into compliance. with 
appeals to public opinion. 

The issue is the wording to be 
adopted by the Madison County 
Board this spring in outlining’ policies 
governing the way Jand within the 
county can be utilized. 

The issue is not whether obviously 
unsuitable sites or ponding areas are 
to be developed. We have heard no 
one this winter proposing such activity. 
But conjuring up illusions of such de- 
velopment apparently is a convenient 
device used by Darden and others to 
provide targets for their rhetoric. 

Nor is the issue a vague, little known, 
unimportant area known as the “flood 
plains” or “American Bottoms."’ What 
is primarily being discussed, regardless 
of what the terminology may be, is 
the Quad-City area. The area west of 
Route 111, as well as that east of 
Route Ill, is under attack. 

Darden was the No. 2 man, the 
project planner, in the preparation of 
an inappropriate December 1969 
“Madison County plan’ which the 
County Board wisely did not accept. 

The non-acceptance has been ignor- 
ed by certain environmentalists and 
Missourians interested in making the 
Quad-City area's survival as difficult 
as possible. They have cited the 1969 
plan in deliberations of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council and in 
direct contacts with the U.S. Housing 
and Urban Development Department 
regional staff. 

The No. | author, Martin Braeske, 
project coordinator, who's no longer 
with SIMAPC, urged adherence to the 
1969 plan in public appearances dur- 
ing the past year. Darden is in charge 
of the proposed 1973 plan. 

Since SIMAPC Executive Director 
Thegdore Mikesell assigned Braeske 
once and Darden twice to the county 

k, he shares much of the re- 
sponsibility.

Repeatedly setting up phantom targ- 
ets to knock over, Darden said it is 
“unrealistic to have 100% growth 
throughout the county. It is the obli- 
gation of county government to pro- 
tect residents who buy homes. 

“To allow development of | the 
American Bottoms before hillside run- 
off studies are done might pre-empt 
impoundment areas. Decisions are go- 
ing to have to be reached on patterns 
of development in Madison County. 
The purpose of this plan is to control 
development. It doesn't make sense to 
allow development everywhere. 

“The federal government requires 
that land use allocations be based on 
population projections. This  effec- 
tively limits the number of acres for 
development. It would be questionable 
to allow development there until the 
Army Corps of Engineers completes 
its mapping and study of drainage and 
ponding areas. Development should 
be held in abeyance.” 

The way Darden is explaining it to 
the news media makes members of the 
County Plan Commission and County 
Board appear to be villains intent on 
harming the public. Headlines after 
Thursday’s meeting included “Com- 
mission yanks plan's teeth", ‘‘No iron- 
clad words wanted”, “Land use plan 
changed to allow any development” 
and “County plan ignores professional 
planners’ advice on American Bot- 


toms.” 

SIMAPC apparentsly wants to make 
sure that elected Madison County, offi- 
cials take the step the officials declined 
to take three years ago—labeling all 
below-the:bluffs territory west to the 
Mississippi River as unfit for man or 
beast. Such an official ban on con- 
struction—combined with the efforts 
of floodplain development foes here 
and at the East-West Gateway Coun- 
cil and the HUD regional headquar- 
ters—could shut down non-hazardous 
as well as hazardous development and 
choke off any growth. 

Such a.stand would doom any com- 
munity to the kind of downward spiral 
that has afflicted East St. Louis—a 
diminishing tax base which scares off 
residents and businesses, which in turn 
further shrivels the tax base, causing 
still more migration and decay. 

Is this the kind of planning and 
leadership that should be expected 
from the Southwestern Area Planning 
Commission—cosmetic surgery so ar 
tistic that its patient dies?

No equality in pain .. . Men 
can stand more pain than women 
can, according to a pain toleran 
test conducted by four Californi 
doctors. More than 40,000 volun- 
teers participated in the experi- 
ment which showed that men 
were able to stand pain better 
than women, young people better 
than the elderly and both blacks 
and whites better than Orientals. 

The problem now is to deter- 
mine if the differences between 
sex, age and race in terms of 
pain tolerance are based on vary- 
ing physical characteristics or cul- 
tural influences. 


But if it hurts, take aspirin... 
It’s still the best oral analgesic 
(pain reliever) available, accord- 
ing to a report by four Mayo 
Clinic researchers. In ‘a carefully 
controlled study, they gave single 
doses of aspirin, seven other an- 
algesics and placebos (sugar tab- 
lets) to 57 cancer patients who 
were judged to be experiencing 
mild to moderate pain. The pa- 
tients evaluated the pain-relieving 
powers of each kind of tablet, and 
almost two-thirds said the tablet 
that reduced their pain signifi 
cantly was aspirin. 

‘While noting that side effects 
from aspirin sometimes did occur, 
the researchers said the rate of 





these complications in clinically 


important form was very low, es- 
pecially considering the amount 
of aspirin consumed each year by 
the public. Summarizing their 
findings and those of others, the 
researchers concluded, “Among 
all analgesics and narcotics avail- 
able for oral use, none has been 
demonstiated tarshow a consistent 
advantage over aspirin for the 
relief of any type of pain.” Aspir- 
in was also the least expensive of 
the medications studied. 


Make sure it's whole milk . . . 
Whether you're filling a bottle for 
the baby or preparing breakfast 
cereal for the school-age young- 
ster, make sure that what you're 
pouring is genuine, Grade A, 
whole milk. Filled milks (such as 
skim milk and 2% milk), imita- 
tion milks and coffee whiteners 
simply won't-do, says the Ameri- 
can Academy of Pediatrics. Nu- 
tritionally, these various milk 
products are not up to par, ac- 
cording to the academy's commit- 
tee on nutrition, and should not 
be considered adequate replace- 
ments for whole milk in the die- 
tary regimen of infants and chil- 
dren.

U. S. Influence May Be Able to Foster Mideast Peace 


‘The recent visit of King Hus- 
sein of Jordan to the United 
States to discuss state affairs 
with President Nixon underlines 
the pulsing hope of the world 
that 1973 also will be the Year 
of the Middle East. 

Not the least of the harbing- 
ers of hope is King Hussein 
himself, who will be followed to 
the United States by -Israeli 
Premier Golda Meir on March 
1. 

In recent weeks, the king has 

ned communications with 
his Arab neighbors — communi- 
cations that were severed when 
Hussein squashed guerrillas op- 
erating from Jordan in 1970-71. 

Hussein also has proposed a 
realistic compromise that would 
permit a Jordanian presence in 
the Christian and Moslem sec- 
tions of Jerusalem. 

Deputy Premier Yigal Allon 
of Israel has hinted that some 
such compromise could be pos- 
sible. 

It was a major effort at con- 


ciliation by both nations. 

Nor is that all. Soviet 
strongman Leonid Brezh- 
nev, for example, also has 
seen great hope of a Mid- 
east settlement this year. 

More importantly, he has 
withdrawn half of the Soviet 
fleet from the Mediterran- 
ean. 

In much the same spirit, U.S. 
Secretary of State William Rog- 
ers again has laid on the table 
a plan to reopen the Suez Canal 
as the first step toward a broad- 
er agreement. 

U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim offers the services of 
international offices. 

Even “high sources” in Cairo 
and the Daily Star in Beirut 
are pleading with the United 
States to intervene diplomatic- 
ally to give peace efforts in the 
Middle East a. stimulus. 

These are hopeful signs — a 
recognition -that the United 
States is one of the few honest 
brekers in that ancient quarrel 
with leadership that is required

to give negotiations substance. 

The combatants as well as 
others hope that we can exert 
our influence now that the Viet- 
nam War is behind us. 

We have a_ self-interest 
doing so. 

Like it or not, the United 
States is facing the grim 
fact that we, along with 
many other nations, are 
going to become increasing- 
ly dependent on the the 
Arab oil fields to meet our 
future energy needs. 

As we do, the Arabs will ‘ac- 
cumulate millions of American 
dollars. Some estimates are 
that they will have $1 trillion 
in the bank by 1980. 

It is money that can be spent 
for_good or for evil. 

The United States is a power- 
ful nation with many options, 
and neither of these facts may 
constitute a crisis. 

However, they are a problem 
— one ‘that wili grow with each 
month that the confrontation 
continues in the Middle East.

Y. FEEL BETTER ALREADY’ 
Return of Prisoners an Occ sion for Prayer and Joy 


To citizens throughout the 
United States, the return of the 
first group of prisoners of war 
to U. S. control was an occa- 
sion for prayer and joy. 

No American could remain 
unmoved when Capt. Jeremiah 
Denton first set foot on Clark 
Air Base in the Philippines. 

His simple words, ‘‘God Bless 
America,” had to remind us all 
that these prisoners are Ameri- 
cans from the same farms, 
cities and homes as the rest of 
us. 

The anguish that they have 
endured is our anguish, Their 
joys are ours, And their well- 
being is our paramount con- 
cern. 

If the truth were to be told, 
the return of the prisoners also 
must have provided our offi- 
cials with a great deal of relief 
and self-satisfaction. 

It is, after all, the first physi- 
cal manifestation that the 
cease-fire treaty signed on Jan. 


27 is effective. 

The massive and detailed 
preparation of agencies to 
receive and care for the 
prisoners, our concern for 
their well-being, and their 
high level of sophistication 
and education augur well 
for their assimilation into 
their former routines, 


While our emotions are run- 
ning high over the safety of the 
former prisoners of war, we 
might profit as a nation if we 
give thought to some of the 
long-range questions that have 
been raised as a result of their 
trying experience. 

First, we should reflect upon 
the enormity of the Commu- 
nists’ behavior toward the 
Americans that they have held 
as prisoners of war for the bet- 
ter part of a decade. 

During that period the 
enemy used helpless and 
often sick Americans as 
propaganda chess pieces, 


deliberately ignored a cen- 
tury of international laws 
and traditions relating to 
humane treatment of cap- 
tives, and even intruded 
the issue into American pol- 
itics during a presidential 
campaign. 

Second, we should ponder our 
attitude toward the military in 
general—not only toward the 
unfortunate prisoners but to the 
other men who served so stead 
fastly in Vietnam. It certainly 
leaves a lot to be desired. 

No major world power can 
permit a puny nation to treat 
its nationals with savage im- 
punity without a loss in pres- 
tige and effectiveness, what- 
ever its economic and military 
might. 

Nor can any superpower wor- 
thy of the! name—which the 
United States certainly is—re- 
main ‘secure if it treats the men 
whom it calls to serve it as 
anything other than the first- 
class citizens which they are.

A fighre of $714 billion as the 
cost of Indochina reconstruc- 
tion—now that the Vietnam war 
has come to an end—will not be 
Uncle Sam’s tab alone, the 
Press-Record’s Washington bu- 
reau has advised us.

He has also labeled the $7.5 
billion, for four countries spread 
over five years with perhaps 
$2:5 billion to North Vietnam, 
as no longer ‘‘current.” 

The question of reconstruc- 
tion) is. uncertain, to say the 
least, although Administration 
sources apparently have been 
trying to make it clear that the 
President is not suggesting that 
this nation pick up the whole 
bill, 

‘This is Percy’s reading of the 
White Houses signals as well. 

He was asked in the interview 
if the United States has a 
“moral obligation”? to recon- 
struct Indochina. 

“We have a moral obligation 
to try to achieve peace in the 
world. 

“This is in our national in- 
terest. 

(qf we see that by working 
in| cooperation with other de- 
veloped nations of the world we 
can help in the economic recon- 
struction of a war-devastated 
area and enable those people 
to stand on their own feet, then 
it’s in our national interest to 
dd this,’ Sen. Percy said. 

“Certainly, if it would help 
preserve the peace and if it 
would be an inducement to our 
adversaries to observe strictly 
the spirit and letter of the 
cease-fire and work out a politi- 
cal settlement of the problem 
of Indochina, then I think this 
ig again in our own national 
interest. 

“But we have no respon- 
sibility to do anything other 
than what is best for our 
own national interest. 

‘{ think it is time we be- 
gin looking’ to our national 
interest and not just doing, 
‘as was characterized by 
high officials, ‘the most un- 
selfish thing any nation has 
ever. undertaken,’ this 
dreadful and tragic war in 
Southeast Asia.” 

Percy said he could see no 
need for American support of 
la “large-scale military program 
in South Vietnam.” Except for 
replacement of equipment on a 
“one-for-one” basis, that is 
prohibited, any way. 

“But I would hope emphasis 


would be placed on the eco- 
nomic reconstruction of the 
area so that it, similar to other 
countries in Southeast Asia, 
could begin standing on its own 
two feet and rely less and less 
on American assistance. 

“I think we've done enough 
In fact, we've done more than 
enough for South Vietnam,” in 
the senator's opinion, 

Reminded of suggestions that 
other nations should pick up 
part of President Nixon’s $7.5 
billion figure, Percy was asked, 
“What if they don’t want to?”’ 
;'“Then the program is going 
to be substantially limited,” he 
said. “The pledge that the 
President made was that there 
would be a $7.5 billion recon 
struction fund, I assume he’s 
not talking about that coming: 
from the United States. 

“I assume that he’s talk- 
ing about that coming from 
the whole world, all the de- 
veloped nations and certain- 
ly through the World Bank, 
Asian Development Bank 
and other such organiza- 
tions as well as bilateral 
assistance from Japan, Ger- 
many, the United Kingdom, 
France and the Soviet 
Union. 

“Certainly, these coun- 
tries should find it in their 
national interest, and if 
they do not find it in their 
interest, then proportion- 
ately the obligations we 
have would be substanti- 
ally reduced,” 

Percy made it clear he does 
not believe the reconstruction 
burden would fall on the United 
States, although he has “found 
it generally interpreted here in 
Washington that it was our 
obligation.” 

He emphasized how cloudy 
the issue has become by saying 
he had, in a search for clarity, 
talked with Washington offi- 
cials as well as five or six 
American ambassadors on his 
Southeast Asian trip, 

“They had no real inkling of 
what the President had in 
mind,” he said. 

“So, I've publicly (in Asia) 
chosen to interpret his state: 
ment as meaning that this is a 
multinational affair. I’ve not 
been contradicted on those 
statement: 

That the issue of rebuilding 
war-torn Indochina while the 
U. S. has neglected domestic 
priorities will be heated on 
Capitol Hill is sharply per- 
ceived by the President. 

In his Jan. 31 surprise White 
House news conference, he was 
asked for a dollar figure on 
Indochina rehabilitation. 

“That,” the President said, 
‘Gs a matter that the members 
of Congress have raised with 
me. 

“T cannot give you that fig- 
ure now, because it is a matter 
that has to be negotiated and 
jt must be all part of one pat- 
tern. That figure, of course, 
will come out, but it must firs 
be discussed with the biparti- 
san leadership.” 

Mr. Nixon said, with talk 
of the powers of the Presi- 
dency aside, that he is 
“keenly aware” that Con- 
gress has to “believe” and 
“support” a reconstruction 
program in North Vietnam 
as well as South Vietnam 
as “an investment in 
peace” if there is to be 
such a venture. 

“And this is going to be one 
of the more difficult assign- 
ments I have had as Presi- 
dent,” Mr. Nixon added, 

“But I think we can make it 
if Congress sees what the 
stakes are.””

A total of 95 names of Gran- 
ite City war dead from World 
War! threzgh the Vietnam War 


has been compiled in prepara- 
tion for a new memoria] plaque 
to be erected at the City Hall 
in Granite City. 

Steve Conkovich of Amvets 
Post 51, who has devoted hun- 
dreds of hours to securing the 
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names, many of which were 
not listed on present public 
memorials and informal rec- 
ords, still is seeking additional 
names to be included on the 
memorial. 


Current plans call for dedica- 
tion of the plaque on Memorial 
Day. 

Only two deceased veterans 
from World War I are listed, a 
fact that Conkovich finds ‘‘in- 
credible.” Eight war dead are 
recorded from the Korean Con- 
flict; 59 names of those killed 
in World War II and 26 Viet- 
nam war dead. 


Conkovich said that a six- 
week period is required to cast 
the names in bronze and allow 
sufficient time for delivery of 
the plaque prior to the May 30 
dedication, He pointed out that 
March 31 is the deadline for 
including additional names.

Farm Tours for City Dwellers Urged 


Farm tours for city residents, 
to improve understanding be- 
tween rural and urban dwellers, 
have been advocated by Mi- 


P- chael J. Howlett, secretary of 


state. 

Addressing the Illinais Farm- 
ers Union state convention in 
Springfield, Howlett said the 
importance of Illinois agricul- 
ture is poorly realized by urban 
families because of lack of com- 
munications 

“City dwellers are concerned 
about crime, unrest, high taxes, 
educational problems, even 
their baseball, football and bas- 
ketball teams,”’ said Howlett. 

“They seldom think about our 
farmers who feed not only our 
state but our nation and evep 
some foreign countries. 

“They know nothing of the 
annual struggle with weeds, 
bugs and plant diseases or un- 
expected catastrophes such as 
the southern corn leaf blight of 
1970 which threatened to wipe 
out the corn crop. 

“Some are convinced farmers 
are subsidized completely by 
the government and do as little 
work as possible. 

“The rain that could mean 
the difference between good 
and bad crops for you could 
spoil a picnic for them. 

“The farm tour idea, which 
has been tried in Springfield 
and Champaign, would be a 
helpful practice all over the 
state. 

“Tours are arranged by 
chambers of commerce in_co- 
operation with farmers. They 
are conducted on Sunday after- 
noons, so city families can ob- 
serve and study different types 
of farm operations. 

“City children love to see 
cows being. milked. Watching 
the handling of hogs and cattle 
is as much fun for them as a 
trip to the zoo. 

“Tours are arranged so farms 
visited are close together. A 
route is marked. Maps of the 
tour and promotion materials 
are left in grocery bags at su- 
permarkets ‘and supplied to 
schools. 

“The people of Illinois can 
be proud of our farmers. Our

Taxpayers Can Donate 
To Politics at No Cost 


payers can contribute to 
the political party of | their 
choice for the 1976 presidential 
campaign at no extra | cost, 
Rep. Melvin Price has re- 
minded his 23rd Illinois district 
constituents. 

Congressman Price was re- 
ferring to the presidential cam- 
paign tax check-off provision 
that Congress approved last 
year. 

“It’s not that difficult, but it 
will take a little-extra effort as 
the taxpayer fills out the 1972 
income tax form,”’ Price ex- 
plained. 

All a taxpayer needs to do is 
use Form 4875 included in the 
Federal taxforms. By using 
Form 4875, the Internal Reve- 
nue Service will place $1 (or 
$2 on a joint return) in one of 
two types funds for 1976 presi- 
dential candidates. 

The $1 or $2 can be directed 
to a specific political party for 
its presidential candidate in 
1976. Or, the contribution can 
be directed into a nonpartisan 
general account for all eligible 
candidates for the presidency. 

The contribution will not cost 
the taxpayer a single cent, 
Price said. It will not be added 
to the tax owed or added to the 
withholding that has already 
been paid or deducted from any 
tax refund that is due.

Carpools, Buses Termed 
Most Economical Rides 


Carpools and buses offer the 
most economical way to break 
the nation’s traffic jams, ac- 
cording to results of a study 
conducted by the Highway 
Users Federation. 


The study, ‘Comparison of 
Urban Travel Economic Costs’’, 
involves an analysis of the 
economic costs of commuting 
by automobiles, bus and rail 


transit, and various combina- 
stions, mm the central 
business\“districts of urban 


areas over one million popula- 
tion. 

Except for an automobile car- 
rying only the driver, rail 
transit trips were found to be 
the most expensive of all the 
commuting modes surveyed. 

Carpools carrying two or 
more persons and buses operat- 
ing on city streets provide the 
most economic means of com- 
muting, according to the study 
findings. 

The economic costs considered 
include more than the obvious 
costs of operating the vehicles. 
Also included are the capital 
costs for purchase of the vehi- 
cles, parking costs for automo- 
biles, and all costs related to 
construction, maintenance and 
operation of highways and facil- 
ities for bus and rail transit. 
In trest charges are included 
in all capital costs. 

For an average one-way, 10- 
mile communting trip, half on 
freeways and half on arterial 
streets, the cost per commuter 
of a four-person carpool was 
computed at 66 cents, A.trip by 
bus on arterial streets was es- 
timated to cost 86 cents. 

The automobile with only the 
driver was found to be the most 
expensive of all the commuting 
modes, costing $2.64. 

Rail’ transit strips ranged 
from $2.52 to $1.66, depending 
upon the various methods used 
for access to the transit system. 

The study report noted that 
the costs of constructing rail 
lines and freeways are similar, 
but “the relatively few rail 
transit patrons make the cost 
per ride extremely higty’’ 

The study also noted that 
even with a doubling of the of- 
ficial projected ridership of rail 
transit, which is considered un- 
likely, the per person economic 
cost for the 10-mile trip would 
still be high in comparison to 
the conventional bus trip or the 
cost for each person in a car- 
pool of three. 

The federation’s report points 
out that some federal agencies 
and large cOrporations encour- 
age carpooling among their em- 
ployes. On the Oakland - San 
Francisco Bay Bridge, carpools 
of three or more persons can 
cross for a reduced toll. They 
‘are also provided with a special 
lane through the toll plaza. 

Preferential treatment of car- 
pools is a potentially valuable 


technique which deserves great- 
er application, the report stat- 
ed. 

The Highway Users Federa- 
tion is a non-profit organization 
representing more than 600 bus- 
inesses and indstries dedicated 
to the advancement of safe and 
efficient highway  transporta- 
tion. -
